4) OLD BUSINESS:

A. A lease agreement between the County of Lancaster and CenterPointe, Inc. for
approximately 9,000 square feet in the Old Juvenile Attention Center building,
located at 2220 South 10th Street, Lincoln, Nebraska. Term of the agreement
is February 1, 2005 through January 31, 2015. CenterPointe will pay the
County $4,200 per month for the leased space.
